THE VOTE ON 
CHURCH UNION 
Throughout ‘hell! Dominion; tho 


‘Presbyterian congregations are tak- 


ing the yote.as to whether they in- 
tond to concur with the movement of 
thelr mother church and go with hor 
into the United Church of Canada on 
June 10th, 1026, or to withdraw and 
establish another church, Tho lat- 
est reports to hand indicate that the 
great majority of congregations will 
stand loyal to the mother church and 
go forward with her into the union, 
and only a few intend to withdraw. 
Out, of 286 congregations which have 
taken the vote, only 28 have voted non- 
concurrence, Of these voting non: 
concurrence, 6 are in Alberta, which 
has been the gtrong-hold of antl- 


‘unfonism in the west. 


It is interesting to note that the 
vote at Red Deer and Macleod was 
almost unanimous for non-concurrence 
and {t would seem that'this vote was 
almost.a vote of confidence and af- 
fection for their respective ministers, 
Rev, Brown of Red Deer, and Rey. 
Kennedy of Macleod, who are strong 
opponents of union, rather than an 
expression of thelr opinion on union. 
In Banff there has been a_ union 
charge for some years,and ministered 
to by an antl-unfon min{stor—Rey. 
Thompson. .In the vote 13 voted 
against and 7 for. Apparently all the 
others were satisfied with the union 
in operation and took no part in the 
vote. Wainwright voted 22 against 
and 21 for union. 

In Regina all the congregations 
voted concurrence with the mother 
church. It 1s sald that the anti-un- 
fonists may unite thefr forces and 
establish in the city a new congrega- 
tion, 

In Edmonton, two congregations 
have voted, Knox and Westminster, 
Both voted concurrence. 

The oldest Presbyterian: church’ {n 
the. Dominion, .. Firat; Presbyterian 
church. of’ Truro, Nova’ Seotta” with’ 
‘a membership of 675, has decided to 
go with the mother church into the 
unfon, The vote was 611 for and 43 
against. 


LONDON GALE IS 
WORST IN YEARS 


London, Jan. 3.—Reports reaching 
London tonight from all parts of the 
United Kingdom and Ireland indicate 
that the present gale has established 
a record for over 30 years for Sts 
florceness and continuity, The Ist of 
material damage is swelling hourly, 
although few personal casualties have 
thus far been reported. 

Despatches from Glasgow tonight 
stated that a 70 mile an hour gale 
there was followed by a blilzzard, 
Midlands and Wales report the dis- 
location of traffic and the destruction 
of property at many points by floods, 
hall and tempests. 

Shipping has been chiefly affected 
and advices from the south coast 
state that the channel has been 
practically deserted, all vessels having 
run for shelter. Off Deal numerous 
pteamers signalled for pilots, who 
were unable to get eboard owlng to 
the heavy seas,

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SILVER FOX 
INSPECTION 


The inspection of silver black fox 
for registration purposes, is confined 
each season to about 16 weeks com- 
mencing the middle of September. 
It is during this period that the qual- 
ity and color of the fur. can be judged. 
According ‘to the report. of the Hon. 
Mr. Motherwell of the work of the de- 
partment of agriculture : during _the 
past fiscal year, about 10,000 foxes 
were inspected, tattooed in the ears 
for identification and duly registered 
in the office of the Canadian Na- 
tional Live Stock Records. This 
brought. the number’ of registered 
foxes up to more than 20,000 . for 
which certificates have been issued. 
Inspection work is carried on by the 
live stock branch of the department. 
Tho registration, which \is based on 
rigid regulations administered hy the 
Canadian National Live Stock Re- 
cords, is observed to be having a 
beneficial effect on the silver black 
fox industry. Beginners buying re- 
corded foxes are assured of getting 
animals of at lenst fair quality and 
that have been bred true to type for 
a number of generations. The silver 
black fox industry, though carried on 
in every province in Canada, is more 
intensively developed in the maritime 
provinces. During the year under re- 
view, approximately :4,000 live foxes 
were shipped out of Prince Edward 
Islind. Of these 3,400 were exported, 
many going to the United States, 
where the industry is developing at 
a rapid rate,

Actual causes of colds are exciting 
causes of roup since derangement of 
the membranes open up avenues of 
infection to the actual microbial cause 
of the latter. It is, therefore, impera- 
tive, that the first consideration 
should be directed towards the prac- 
tice of good hygiene. The patients 
must be made comfortable. Draughts 
dampness, dust or chills must be cor- 
rected or avoided. Birds showing ser- 
ious illness should be removed from 
the rest of the flock and kept isolated 
until recovery has taken place. 

A purgative ig indicated (one half 
to one pound of Epsom Salts per hun-

CHRISTMAS IN 
BERLIN, GERMANY 


(By Edgar Ansel Mowrer) 

Berlin, Germany, Dec. 29.—Christ- 
mas seems to be more at home in Ger- 
many this year than recently. The 
preparations have been enormous, the 
entire country virtually having ceased 
work and surrendered itself to the 
Christmas spirit. The crowds in the 
big Berlin department stores rival 
those in New. York and Chicago. 

Even poverty is less visible, for the 
people have been saving desperately 
throughout the year. There is hardly 
a family, however poor, that does 
not spend a few marks on Christmas 
taanenbaum and_ tinsel. : 

In Germany this is a green Christ- 
mas. There is no snow and the tem- 
perature hovers around the freeing 
point. The impression of green is 
the greater because all over the city 
on the squares and avenues Christmas 
trees stand waiting for customers and 
pedestrians walk through avenues of 
fir,

SNOWMOBILE HAS 
BEEN INVENTED 


Virgil D. White, of New Hampshire, 
fs the inventor of a new attachment 
for Ford cars and trucks. He puts 
them on snowshoes—that is, the auto- 
mobile’s mechanical equivalent of 
snowshoes. Believing that the same 
principle would apply to cars in the 
places where deep snow otherwise 
prevented them from being used, he 
built runners, five feet long, eight 
inches wide, with a stecl surface, one 
eighth of an inch thick, and replaced 
the front wheels with them. The rear 
axle he extended, attached a heavier 
wheel to a worm drive, and added a 
palr of Ford wheels as idlers on which 
a caterpillar tread was placed. This 
tread gives additional bearing surface 
and drive power to the “Snowmobile” 
as he has christened his creation, The 
runners in front pack the snow for 
the wheels at the rear and marvellous 


ef results have been obtained from the 


invention. 

All sorts of snowy country has 
been tried out for the machines and 
they have passed the tests every 
time, In places with snow from three 
to eight feet deep they have gone 
“over the top” with the same ease 
as they climbed piled snow, ten feet 
high, skimmed over the top of it and 
down the other side, crossed railway 
tracks, jumped gaps, and done all the 
standard tricks of the war-time 
“tank”.

000.. ‘The pig .survey. of June, 1924, 
indicated that there would be: a de- 
crease of: about 8,000,000. The United 
States has an immense. consuming 
population but like every other coun- 
try endeavors to export her surplus, 
which in 1923 amounted to 1,794,000,- 
000 lbs of pork products.,..The com- 
paratively high price of grains. this 
year. caused the American farmer to 
put his hogs“on the market during 
the last few weeks in’ unprecedented 
numbers, the receipts on the Chicago 
market for Monday, December 15, be- 
ing about 122,000 hogs. The first two 
weeks of December saw the biggest 
deliveries of hogs in the history of 
the United States. Too big a percent: 
age of these hogs were light and un- 
finished. which means the farmer is 
liquidating his hogs. The effect is 
to decrease the total pounds of pork 
produced. During the first nine 
months of the year’372,000 more hogs 
were marketed in the United States, 
but about 114,000,000 less pounds of 
pork was produced than in the same 
period last year. Undoubtedly these 
conditions will have a big effect on 
the number of sows that will be bred 
this year for next year’s market. Den- 
mark and Ireland are also feeling the 
pressure of comparatively high priced 
feeds. 

This situation is of immense inter- 
est and importance to Canadian farm- 
ers and packers, After carefully re- 
viewing. the whole situation Canadian

Chicago, Jan. 4.—Sanocrysine, an 
inorganic salt of gold, which .has been 
developed by Professor Holger Moell- 
gaard, Danish scientist, as a cure for 
tuberculosis, received an unqualified 
endorsement from Dr. Peter Clemen- 
sen, Chicago surgeon, in his first re- 
port to the Chicago health department, 
Dr. Clemensen was sent to Copenha- 
gen to examine the possibilities of 
the new specific after announcement 
of its discovery was made at the 
health officers’ convention in Colum: 
bus, Ohio, last October. 

“My impressions so far, are that 
the thing is all that is claimed for it 
and then some,” Dr. Clemensen wrote. 
“You need have no fear about it’s be- 
ing genuine. It is bona fide, scientific 
and good. 

“It cannot be used on advanced tu- 
berculosis, where the lungs are al- 
most gone and the patient is weak— 
it will not reproduce tissue, but it 
absolutely cures the beginning of tu- 
berculosis where there is no nephritis 
or syphilis as complications,”
